.lack Clifford Floyd, age 30, 
1229 Kl Prado, was stabbed 
to death late last night hi the 
apartment of Mrs. Ruth Helen 
"Sunny" McKende, 29, of the 
same address, according to 
Police -Captain Ernie Ashton.

Floyd died from a wound 
which pierced his left shoulder 
and punctured hU lung, a doc­ 
tor reported. Mrs. McKemde, 
hysterical when questioned by 
police at the seene of the mur­ 
der, admitted early today that 
she killed Floyd aa he was 
kneeling at her feet, confes­ 
sing his love for her, but said 
"I didn't mean to stab him; 
we were only playing around."

Floyd, whose divorce from 
Ma former wife was to be- 
cotne .final April 13, has a

Volunteers Are 
Eliminated Here

Torrance has abolished the 
system of volunteer fire fighters 
In favor of the "call system" 
under which regular members of 
he department have agreed to 
 esuond to calls on days off, 
vhen needed.

Fire Chief J. E. McMaster told 
he City Council Tuesday night 
hut It would be to the "best 
ntereHts of the taxpayer and 
the city as a better fire fighting 
s»tup" to use the regular fire 
men Instead of call men, par­ 
ticularly at the centraf station.

The council concurred In the 
recommendation after a letter 
was presented signed by 13 mem­ 
bers of the department agreeing 
to the setup. They would be 
paid $3.00 an hour for the first 
hour on such duty and $1.26 an 
hour thereafter.

City Attorney Otto B. Willett informed the City Council 
Tuesday night that he had an opinion from legal counsel for a 
title company that in its opinion the title to the Fern avenue 
park property which the city had undertaken to buy from I.os 
Angeles city schools for $0,000 had passed to the taxpayers of 
Torrance as of the date of the-*                    - 
idoption of the City Charter. 
This'was because, Willett de

:lared, the Charter adopted Aug. 
20, 1946, and ratified . Jan 7, 
1947, contained no language de­ 
ferring its operative date.

Council Okays 
Three Local 
Tract Maps

Tract maps of three Tor­ 
rance subdivisions were ap­ 
proved by the City Council 
Tuesday night, subject to spe­ 
cified alterations.

They are the Kettler Knolls 
tract, at Narbonne ave. and 
Sepulveda blvd., Torrance Ma­ 
nor, In North Torrance, and 
Metro Construction Co. project 
at 185th st. and Crenshaw 
boulevard.

The council also adopted a 
resolution asking for F.H.A. 
approval for federal mortgage 
Insurance of tracts at Cren­ 
shaw blvd. and 190th st. and 
Arlington ave. and 190th st. 
These tracts are in Torrance 
Municipal Water District No. 
Z and adjacent to Metropoli­ 
tan Water District lines so 
that water Is Immediately 
available for home develop­ 
ment.

Title Insurance and Trust Co.. 
and was' made after Albert Isen, 
Torrance attorney and Board of 
Education candidate, had chal­ 
lenged the right of the City 
Council to pay $6,000 for prop 
erty which already belongs to 
the taxpayers of the city.

Isen asked the Council 
whether the members intended 
to cooperate with the Los An- 
gcles school, district or the new 
Torrance Board of Education to 
be elected on March 18. anil 
he pledged full cooperation with 
the city in working out a plan 
for further development of the 
park property on a Joint city- 
school basis, if elected. He urged 
the Council to rescind Its ap­ 
propriation.

Wiilett told the Council that 
he was doubtful if the city can 
acquire clear title, in view of 
the changed circumstances.

Otis told Willett that 
the Charter ratified on Jan. 7 
became the organic law of Tor­ 
rance under the Constitution 
and indicated that the title com­ 
pany should show title now 
vested in the taxpayers of Tor­ 
rance. .

The opinion may .have an ef­ 
fect on the taxpayers suit 
brought by City Judge John A. 
Shtdlcr through Attorney S. V, 
O. Pritchard to restrain Los An­ 
geles schools from removing or 
selling school property.

A hearing on the order to 
show cause why Los Angeles 
should not be permanently re­ 
strained from removing or sell­ 
ing school property in Torrance 
Is scheduled for March 19.
